Washington D. C. Jan. 12.— Last bulletin gave forecasts of 
disturbance to cross continent 15 to 19, warm wave 14 to 18, 
cool wave 17 to 21. 
Next disturbance will reach Pacific coast 
about 23, cross west of Rockies country by close of 24, great 
Central valleys 25 to 27, eastern states 28. 
Warm wave will 
cross west of Rockies country about 23, great central \alleys 2 s. 
eastern states 27. 
Cool wave will cross west of Rockies about 
26, great central valleys 28, eastern states 3o. 
The weather features of this disturbance will be of wide ex­ 
tent and will make slow progress across the continent. 
Cold 
weather will precede the disturbance and its warm wave will not 
cause high temperatures. 
The result will be a low average of 
temperatures for 18 to Feb. 2. 
Precipitation will be light as a general average of the conti­ 
nent with most precipitation on Pacific slope, the Atlantic states, 
in the country lying immediately east of the Rockies and in the 
vicinity of Manitoba. 
Elsewhere, particularly in parts of the 
great central valleys, drouth conditions will prevail. 
Last half 
of Jan. will probably average colder in the Ohio valley than 
elsewhere. 
The drouth of 1906 in the corn belt seriously affected the 
hay, grass, potato aud some other crops in that section. 
That 
drouth was only a forerunner of something more serious and I 
am expecting a greater drouth in parts of the corn belt during 
the crop season of 1907. 
This drouth will not be general but it 
will seriously affect the corn crop, probably other crops also, and 
farmers should hold as much of their best old corn as possible. 
Speculators in the cereals are determined to hold down the 
puces of grain till the farmers are forced to let their grain go but 
those speculators will not be able to hold out against the serious 
drouth damage to various crops the coming season. 
The only 
remedy that farmers and planters have against the predatory" 
Jobber speculators is to hold their products till a partial crop 
failure forces prices upward. 
\\ bile a1! the weather changes of December were not exactly 
up to the dates I had figured out for them the general character­ 
istics of and at least two-thirds of the changes were well indicated 
in the forecasts long in advance. 
Strenous weather may be expected about Jan. 12. 
Xear 
14 xery severe weather events are expected od many parts of the 
tai th. 
A great warm wave is expected to cross the continent 
reaching ^meridian 90 not far from 17, followed bv a severe 
cold wave. 
I ani expecting a drouth in the great central valleys during 
April within a line drawn from Austin, Tex., by way of Omaha, 
Des Moines, St. I‘aul, Chicago, Pittsburg aud New Orleans. 
It 
will probably not be very injurious.
